WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Congresa

ilson announce formally his purpose 
| to attend the peace conference and 
give his views on the part the govern- 
Ment should play in dealing with af- 
ter-the-war problems. 

Democrats of the house received the 
Announcement with cheers, in which 
tome senators joined; the Republicans 
were silent almost throughout the ad- 
dress, except when the president re- 
ferred to the valor and efficiency of 
America's soldiers and mentioned the 
fhames of Pershing and Sims, Threat- 
@ned interruptions by members who 
Gisapproved of the trip and of the 
president's failure to include a senator 
f@mong the peace delegates, however, 
aid not materialize. 

The president in the course of his 
address said: 

“The year that has elapsed since I 
last stood before you to fulfill my 
constitutional duty to give congress 
from time to time information on the 
state of the union has been so crowd- 
ed with great events, great processes, 
and great results that I cannot hope 
to give you an adequate picture of its 
transactions or of the far-reaching 
changes which have been wrought in 
the life of our nation and of the 
world. You have yourselves witness- 
ed things, as I have. It Is too soon to 
assess them, and those who stand In 
the midst of them and are a part of 
them are less qualified then men of 
another generation will be to say 
what they mean or even what they 
have been. But same great outstand- 
ing facts are unmistakable and consti- 
tute in a sense part of the public bus- 
{ness with which it is our duty to 
deal. To state them Is to set the stage 
for legislative and executive action 
which must grow out of them, and 
which we have yet to shape and deter- 


mine, 
U. S. War Record 
“ A year ago we had sent 145,198 
men overseas. Since then we have 
sent 1,950,618, an average of 162,542 
each month; the number, in fact, ris- 
ing in May last to 245,951, in July to 


307,182, and continuing to reach sim- 
ilar figures in August and September 
—in August 289,570 and in September 
257,438. No such movement of troops 
ever took piace before across 38,000 
miles of sea, followed by adequate 
equipment and supplies, and carried 
through extraordinary dangers of at- 
tack—dangers which were alike 
strange and infinitely difficult to 
guard against. In all this movement 
only 758 men were lost by enemy at- 
tacks—63 0of whom were upon a ain- 
gle English transport which was sunk 
near the Orkney Islands. 

“T need not tell you what lay back 
of this great movement of men and 
material. It is not invidious to say 
that back of it lay a supporting or- 
ganization of the industries of the 
country and of all its productive ac- 
tivities, more complete, more thor- 
ough in method and effective in re- 
sults, more spirited and unanimous In 
purpose and effort than any other 
great belligerent had been able to ef- 
fect. We have profited greatly by the 
experience of the nations which had 
already been engaged for nearly threo 
years in the exigent and exacting bus- 
iness, their every resource and every 
active proficiency taxed to the utmost. 
We were the pupils. But we learned 
quickly and acted with a promptness 
and readiness of co-operation that jus- 
tify our great pride that we were able 
to serve the world with unparalleled 
energy and quick accomplishment. 

None More Ready for Test 

“But it is not the physical scale and 
executive efficiency, preparation, sup- 
ply, equipment and dispatch that I 
would dwell upon, but the mettle and 
quality of the officers and men we 
sent over, and of the sailors who kept 
the seas, and the spirit of the nation 
that stood behind them. No soldiers 
or sailors ever proved themselves more 
quickly ready for the test of battle and | 
acquitted themselves with more splen- 
did courage and achievement when 
put to the test. Those of us who

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—To protect 
American soldiers and war workers 
against unemployment the reconstruc- 
tion commission of one hundred ap- 
pointed some time ago by the Nation- 
al Civic Federation today considered 
a resolution urging congress to sus- 
pend all immigration for five years, or 
until all soldiers and war workers 
have obtained employment. Another 
resolution was proposed asking con- 


gress to appropriate money for trans- | 


portation of these workers to points 
where they could obtain work and fur- 
ther to advise that a worker be paid 
during enforced idleness, 

This action was taken after Frank 
Morrison, secretary of the American 
Federation of Labor, told the confer- 
ence that the troubles in Austria and 
Russia were caused by lack of work 


for men who wanted work, and that 
unrest would surely follow in this 
country unless men were kept em- 


ployed at wages sufficient for the 
maintenance of reasonable comfort, 
Vv. E. Macy, president of the Civic 
Federation, in his opening address 
urged that the submission of indus- 
trial disputes to labor 
boards be continued, declaring that 
the only way for the country to main- 
tain the war-time spirit was by bet- 
ter organization of employers and em- 
ployed.

Different In England. 


Premier Lloyd George is de- 
claring to the British electors the 
chief conditions which he thinks 
should be imposed upon Germany, 
and asking their approval or dis- 
approval at the polls. Premier 
Borden is taking upon himself to 
say what conditions the people of 
Canada want imposed upon Ger- 
many without the formailty of giv- 
ing either the people or Parliament

The notion that self-government 
in Great Britain has halted in the 
process of evolution toward the 
liberty enjoyed by the people of 
Canada is at variance with the 
facts.

But the people 
of Great Britain have never been 
governed as the people of Canada 
are now governed since they chop- 
ped the head off King Charles and 
established the dictatorship of 
Cromwell, 


Begin At Ottawa. 


The process of reconstruction 
must begin in the Dominion Gov- 
ernment if it is to develope into 
a public policy designed to meet 
the needs of the country. 

With a compulsory measure 
ready to hand the Union Govern- 
ment raised fewer recruits for the 
army than its predecessor raised 
in the same length of time by vol- 
untary enlistment, 

A Government which could not 
enforce the Military Service Act 
so as to get as many recruits as 
were coming forward voluntarily 
before the Act was passed is not a 
Government rich enough in initi- 
ative and energy to devise and 
carry through a reconstruction 
policy. 

Or a Government which could, 
but would not, raise as many re- 
cruits with compulsory power as 
were secured by voluntary enlist- 
ment in the same period of time— 
while proclaiming that men were 
needed as they had never’ been 
needed before—is not a Govern- 
ment to be trusted to do any more 
than play polities with reconstrue- 


tion as it played polities with 
conseription. 4 
Whether the Union Govern- 


ment fell down because it could 
not enforce conscription, or be- 
cause it could but did not want to, 
its failure to provide reinforee- 
ments in the numbers declared ne- 
cessary forbids hope that it will 
supply a reconstruction measure 
of the kind that is now necessary.
